The difference In the assessment ot 


coal in the three counties has furnish- 
ed an excellent irgument to the coal 
companies for talcing the. question in to 
the courts. The Commissioners of the 
three counties h ive therefore ht-UI a 
joint meeting to try ami agree upon a 
plan of making uniform assessments 
in the future.
